that the sale price for both 


schools had to be at least ninety 
per cent of their appraised 
value. Bids were taken first on 
the Havens School. The only 
bidder 
was 
Jim 
Payne 
representing 
Budget 
Loan 
Corporation. His bid for $5,850 
was accepted by the board. 
The Webb School was a dif­ 
ferent matter. The only bid was 
a joint bid by Will English and 
Fred Hahn. Their bid of $2,000 
fell far short of ninety per cent 


of the advertised price of $7,500. 
By law the board had no choice 
but to table the matter of selling 
the Webb School until a future 
date, 
A number of students were 
present Tuesday evening with 
petitions requesting that they be 
allowed to work one half day 
during the second semester for 
either vocational or financial 
reasons. The board granted all 
the requests.

Gym Rentals 
The board set new rental fees 
for all the gymnasiums in the 
school corporation. The new 
fees are as follows: Non-profit 
groups may rent the elementary 
school gym for $15, the high 
school, gym for $25 and other 
school gyms for $10. Profit 
making groups will be charged 
the following rates: elementary 


school gym $25, High School, $40 
and other school gyms $30. In 
addition a custodians fee of one 
and a half times his regular 
hourly rate is to be paid by those' 
using the gyms.

ress Overrides F ord 
On Vietnam Yet Benefits

WASHINGTON (UPI) - As 
even 
President 
Ford 
had 
anticipated. 
Congress 
has 
enacted over his veto a bill 
increasing Vietnam era vete­ 
rans’ educational benefits by 
nearly 23 per cent. 
Ford s veto was overriden 
Tuesday by overwhelming mar­ 
gins -294-10 in the House and 
90-1 in the Senate —despite his 
complaint the increase would 


be inflationary. He said he 
would have supported an 184 
per cent boost in educational 
grants. 


In vetoing tne measure before 
Thanksgiving. Ford realistically 
acknowledged 
that 
Congress 
would override him, but reject­ 
ed the measure anyway to 
underscore his opposition to 
inflationary government spen­ 
ding. He said the bill would add 


more than half a billion to the 
federal deficit. 
Charges were traded, mean­ 
while, between the White House 
and Congress on who is guilty 
of inaction. On Monday Sen. 
Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz., said 
Ford should leave Air Force 
One in its hangar and spend 
more time on domestic prob­ 
lems.

The City Council met Tuesday 
night in City Hall and voted to 
welcome a new' business to 
Rushville. All of the council 
members were present, as were 
the City Attorney, City Clerk 
and Mayor. 
Besides welcoming a new 
business, the council accepted 
bids on two new police cars and 
a new city truck, bought an 
under ground piercing unit, 
heard arguments on a new' city 
hall, paid bills and transferred 
funds. 
The new business that is in­ 
terested in locating in Rushville 
is the Carthage Chemical 
Company. It was noted this 
company is not the samo as the 
Carthage Container Company 
Carthage. 
The 
Carthage 
Chemical Company, located at 
the old City Light and Power 
Plant, will convert corn cobs 
into furfural. Furfural is used, in, 
the petroleum industry. The 
council went to great lengths to 
find out possible pollution and 
water plans before welcoming 


the business. The Chemical 
company will employ 12 to 15 
workers and will be on the city’s 
tax roles, it was pointed out 
Bids Accepted 
Earl Deam Ford was the only 
bidder on the two new police 
cars. The bid was for $8652 48 
with $932 92 as an additional 
cost for extras (power seats and 
air conditioning). Since there 
was only $9000 budgeted for the 
new cars, the council voted to 
accept the bid with power seats 
included. The final price was 
8839.68. The price includes 
allowance of twfo police cars as 
trade-ins. After helping City 
Attorney Dave Malson with the 
bid, Police Chief Robert Miller 
submitted, his monthly report. 
Lowell Hit tie, head of the 
street department, aided the 
city attorney on the bids on a 
new street department truck. 
The bids were for a one-ton dump 
truck with a long wheel base. 
The bids received included an 
allowance for a 1969 Dodge 
dump truck as a 
trade-in. 
Farthing Dodge had the lowest 


bid of $4890 Earl Deam Ford bid 
$5000, and Christian Chevrolet 
hid $5213.31. The farthing 
Dodge 
bid 
was 
accepted 
unanimously. 
City Building 
Mayor 
Raymond 
Gibson 
stated that the council should 
either fix the present city 
building or build a new' city hall. 
The mayor stated that there are 
windows that can’t be touched 
without falling out, props under 
the downstairs floor so the floor 
doesn't fall in and the lights 
short 
out. 
After 
some 
discussion, the council decided 
to wait until the end of January 
before acting. The reason for 
the postponement was the 
question of available funds. 
Material Delays 
Ray Suttle, Superintendent of 
City Utilities, advised the 
council that the present sewer 
construction's completion date 
will not be as planned The two 
miles of sewer won't be com­ 
pleted as planned because the 
company installing the sewer

At the tim e the D resser plant was constructed in 1924, 
it was said to be the largest and most modern in the 
midwest. It had been expanded several tim es and had a 
peak output of 210,000 kilowatts of power.

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Grand Canyon Top 


U.S.Tourist Attraction

The Grand Canyon is the top 
natural attraction of interest 
for 
tourists 
in 
the 
United 
States, according to a recent 
survey carried out by the US. 
Travel Service... 
The 
unofficial 
nationwide 
poll, in which more than 60 
attractions were nominated, by 
nearly 1,000 voters, was aimed 
at selecting the “Seven Natural 
Wonders of the USA,” the USTS 
said. 
The 
Department 
of 
Com­ 
merce agency, which is the 
national tourism office, said the 
ballots were cast by members 
of the U.S. travel industry, 
travel writers, senior citizens, 
elementary 
school 
children 
among others. 
The 217-mile-long canyon, in 
Arizona —"its most scenic 100- 
mile stretch is situated within 
the boundaries of the National 
Park, established in 1919” —was 
an easy winner, the USTS said. 
"Size, form, color and geolog­ 
ical significance combine to 
make the Grand Canyon one of 
nature's 
greatest 
m aster­ 
pieces,” the USTS release1 said.. 
“Carved over the geologic ages 
by 
the 
powerful 
Colorado 
River...the story of the earth 
itself is recorded in the canyon 
walls.” 
While the North and South 
Rims are the main centers for 
sightseers, the release notes 
“hardier visitors may explore 
the canyon on foot, on mule or 
by river raft.” 
The other “wonders,” listed 
in order of voting preference, 
included: 
Yellowstone National Park, 
Wyoming. The first (1872) and 
the largest (2.2 million acres) 
National 
Park, 
Yellowstone 
offers “ a great diversity of 
attraction s,” 
including 
old 
Faithful and other geysers, wild 
life and spectacular scenery. 
While most visitors “confine 
themselves 
to 
the 
popular 
vantage points accessible by 
road, a vast wilderness awaits 
more adventurous travelers.” 
Niagara Falls, N Y. Actually 
three falls, two in the U.S. and 
the other in Canada, carved 
through 
limestone 
rock 
by 
prehistoric 
glaciers. 
“Seven 


hundred thousand gallons of 
water per second cascade over 
the 
brink 
of 
the 
(180-foot) 
falls one 
of 
the 
most 
breathtaking sights” in the U.S. 
Mount McKinley, Alaska. At 
20,300 feet, the highest peak in 
North America. Only 250 miles 
south of the Arctic Circle in a 
3,030-square-mile National Park 
with only one road and. one 
area of major development. 
“An 
immense 
sanctuary 
of 
glaciers, 
foreste 
and 
blue 
lakes...inhabited by numerous 
types of wild life, including 
grizzly bear, moose and cari­ 
bou..” 
California 
Big 
Trees—the 
Sequoias and Redwoods. The 
largest plants in the world, 
some of which “were standing 
long before the birth of Christ.” 
Most 
of 
the 
Sequoias 
are 
protected in national forests 
and the Sequoia National Park. 
The largest, known as General 
Sherman, measures 30' feet, in 
diameter and is 272.4 feet high. 
The Redwoods grow nearer the 
Pacific coast in. a 450-mile-long 
belt. 
Hawaii's volcanoes. The still- 
active Mauna Loa and Kilauea, 
the principal attractions in the 
Hawaii V olcanoes National 
Park on 
the 
big 
island of 
Hawaii. Halemaumau, largest 
of Kilauea’s craters, is the 
legendary home of Pele, the 
Hawaiian goddess of volcanoes. 
Also the dormant Haleakala on 
the island of Maui. 
Florida’s Everglades. “A sea 
of sawgrass marsh dotted with 
small 
tropical 
tree 
islands 
called hammocks” which was 
known only to 'the .Seminole 
Indians 
until 
the 
mid-19th 
century. Now part of a 
1.4 
million acre National Park, with 
only one paved road —a 35-mile 
stretch from the Royal Palm 
entrance on the eastern border 
to the Flamingo Recreational. 
Area. Visitors can walk on 
elevated trails branching off 
the main road or ride airboate 
deeper into the interior.

Warning Given Against 


Aerosol Deodorant Spray

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A 
new government study warns 
that aerosol anti per spirant 
sprays 
containing 
zirconium 
may cause lung disease. 
The Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration report also questions 
whether such products —the 
largest 
selling 
of 
which 
is 
Procter & Gamble's “Sure” — 
are 
really 
any 
better 
odor 
fighters than similar brands 
without, zirconium. 
The findings were made by 
an FDA panel reviewing the 
safety 
and 
effectiveness 
of 
antiperspirants as part of the 
agency’s 
look 
at 
over-the- 
counter drugs and cosmetics... 
The review panel stopped short 
of 
recom m ending 
banning 
deodorants with the chemical. 


It called a meeting for Dec. 
16 to discuss the situation and 
make public the government’s 
preliminary findings. .A final 
decision on the matter would be 
up to the FDA, once it receives 
the panel’s final, report. 


The problem with zirconium, 
the report said, is that it enters 
the air in 
minute particles 
which remain suspended for 
hours and can enter#the lungs 
through breathing. 


The metallic element has the 
“extremely serious” potential 
of causing an inflammatory cell 
reaction in the lungs which 
causes tumors to grow, impair­ 
ing lung capacity. 


The report said not nearly 
enough tests have been con­ 
ducted to provide “indisputable 
evidence” 
of 
such 
growths 
being caused by zirconium in 
the lungs. But it added: 


“At this point ... the analysis 
of benefit to risk considerations 
lead the panel to feel that 
zirconium 
compounds 
should 
not be sold for use in aerosol 
antiperspirants until the ques­ 
tions raised, about their safety 
are adequately answered.” 


Procter 
& 
Gamble 
also 
markets another spray with 
zirconium, “Secret”, and the 
makers of “Arrid” have report­ 
edly been test marketing a 
version of that product with the 
chemical.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Joe 
L. Reed is a short, balding 
black man with a r'eady smile 
and a grievance. He is a vice 
chairman 
of 
the 
Alabama 
Democratic 
Party 
and 
an 
unwavering opponent of 'George 
Corley Wallace. 
Reed came to Washington 
last week on a futile mission. 
He tried to get the national 
Democratic Party to upset the 
selection 
of 
Alabama’s 
30- 
member 
delegation 
to 
the 
Kansas City “mini-convention” 
on grounds that blacks, with 
three1 seats, had been denied, 
fair representation. 
Reed 
lost—with 
even 
the 
black and Chicano members of 
the national executive commit­ 
tee 
voting 
against 
him— 
because he could not prove that 
blacks, 
women, 
youths 
or 
elderly persons had been shut 
out in the selection of the 
delegation. 
In fact, he admitted that the 
Alabama Democratic Party had 
gone to some lengths to recruit 
delegates from, these tradition­ 
ally underrepresented groups 
as part of its pre-convention 
"affirmative action” program. 
The problem was that only 
one of the 18 delegates elected 
in June were black and that 
only two more were added by 
the state executive committee 
when it completed formation of 
the delegation in October. 
Worse, he said, the blacks 
named by the committee were 
the selections of Wallace, not 
the state party’s black caucus. 
As Reed figured it, blacks were 
entitled to six or seven of the .30' 
delegates, based on a 28 per 
cent 
ratio 
of 
the 
sta te ’s 
population. 


He wasn’t just talking about 
mathematical quotas. He re­ 
minded the national group that 
it was black Democrats who 
stayed with the party in the 
1960s and early 
1970s when 
Wallace was either opposing its 
presidential candidate or run­ 
ning himself as a third party 
candidate. 


"Those who carried the party 
during the darkest hours of the 
night,” 
he 
said, 
now 
find 
themselves *'‘thrown out at the 


first sign of light.” 
State 
Chairman 
Robert 
Vance, 
who 
defended, 
the 
delegation but said he joined 
Reed in disappointm ent that 
more blacks were not chosen, 
did 
not 
apologize 
for 
the 
executive committee selections 
that 
so 
offended 
the 
black 
leader. 


Wallace, Vance noted, had for 
the 
first 
time 
in 
memory 
supported the entire Democrat­ 
ic party slate in Alabama in his 
re-election campaign, and had 
led a sweep that practically 
eliminated 
Republicans from 
state government. 


The situation left Reed in the 
difficult position of attacking 
affirmative action, which is the 
party’s proposed compromise 
for abandoning quotas without 
driving 
away 
black 
and. 
women’s support. But Reed did 
not 
flinch, 
arguing 
that, 
if 
affirm ative 
action 
sim ply 
meant conducting a program to 
encourage minority participa­ 


tion without any regard for the 
results, it was like giving a 
defendant a perfect trial by 
judge and jury but convicting 
him without proper evidence. 
Furthermore, he asked, did 
not 
the 
federal 
government 
require more than affirmative 
action plans when it judged the 
results of school desegregation 
and equal employment plans? 


And wasn’t it a kind of quota 
for 
the 
party 
to 
give 
all. 
members 
of 
Congress 
and 
governor automatic status as 
mini-convent ion delegates? 
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Last year Gillette introduced 
two products with zirconium — 
’’Extra Strength Right Guard” 
and “Extra Strength Soft and, 
Dri” —but pulled them off the 
market after laboratory teste 
turned 
up 
adverse 
animal 
reactions.

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WATCH THOSE FEET! 
Would you believe that a man was shot, to death in 
Detroit, iMichigan, because he had bad smelling feet—at 
least in the opinion of the “Friend” who plugged him when 
he took his shoes off? According to an Associated Press 
dispatch this actually happened and was duly noted in 
police records as a homicide precipitated by ' 'allegedly 
odoriferous feet.” 


The news story notes that Detroit saw 751 killings in 
1973, with the 1974 murder pace running 27 per cent above 
last year’s record rate. Most of the murders and their 
victims are acquainted and local residents. Both per­ 
petrator and victim are generally black males, and half of 
them single and 40 per cent unemployed. Guns figure 
prominently in'the killings, and gun control has been 
suggested as a remedy. Plainly, this is ridiculous The 
problem is a social one that will not be solved simply by 
outlawing firearms. After all, anyone willing to kill 
another person so casually will not hesitate to devote all 
his resources to buying an illegal gun at a high price in 
order to retain his position as big man on the block. And 
there are plenty of criminal elements eager to enter the 
lucrative illegal gun trade. For those financially em­ 
barrassed, there will always be a knife, an ice pick, a club 
or a handy brick or baseball bat. 


Social problems of such magnitude w ill not succumb 
to simplistic answers. Nothing less than new opportunities 
and deep-seated cultural change is likely to change the 
outlook in a neighborhood where you can get shot for 
taking off your shoes.

The recent Thanksgiving 
holiday brought family mem­ 
bers from several surrounding 
states to share in festivities.

Awaiting his 
arrival was his degree from 
Indiana University in Business, 
a course he completed on the G.

The School of Business was 
established in 1920 as one of the 
17 present schools divisions of 
154 year old Indiana University. 
It has gained a 
national 
reputation, now fifth largest in 
the country. 
Dick told us of the problems of 
trying to locate in a new com­ 
munity where the newspapers 
have been on strike for some 
eight weeks. Citizens caught in 
factory layoffs are unable to 
check “help-wan ted” ads. not 
able to sell houses or find new 
apartments to rent. 
Our 
oldest 
son 
brought 
several 
newspapers 
from 
Dayton, where he was just 
transferred. Bingo is legal if 
conducted for the benefit of 
charity, and many games are 
advertised nightly in most 
shopping centers.

Michigan, Illinois and Ohio 
are our neighbors enacting state 
conducted 
lotteries. 
Such 
schemes have never lived up to 
expectations for producing 
income. The Indiana Council of 
Churches has launched an early 
campaign against legalized 
gambling. However, it has 
support of the Indiana Police 
Chiefs 
Association, 
the 
Fraternal Order of Police, and 
Sheriffs’ Association. 
Pari-mutuel 
betting 
was 
turned 
down 
in 
a 
1968 
referendum , 
although 
the 
proposal 
carried in some 
counties. It led to the suggestion 


of “ 1 oc a 1 -op t i on. ” La u nc hing 
support for the lottery, a survey 
of Indianapolis businessmen 
disclosed 76 per cent favored a 
state run lottery “if it would 
reduce taxes.” 
The mood of our permissive 
society is changing, and we may 
see legalized gambling to some 
extent in the state. A lottery and 
sale of such tickets in the state, 
is specifically prohibited by the 
Consititution. It would take until 
November of 1978 to change the 
prohibition 
if 
acted 
upon 
farorably by the upcoming 
legislature. Any amendment 
must pass two sessions with an 
election between. Other forms 
of gambling, not mentioned in 
the Constitution, could be 
authorized for 1975. 
The Turkey had hardly cooled 
on the plate before the pre- 
Christmas rush had started at 
local shopping centers. Shor­ 
tage of money or a failing 
economy did not cut down on 
crowds, as it was impossible to 
find parking space.

TF Substance Could Be Possible 


Answer To Some Forms Of Cancer 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Doctors at the University of 
California have used a sub­ 
stance from a man’s blood to 
prolong the life of his cancer 
stricken teen-aged daughter, it 
was reported* 


"We now have the means to 
prolong the lives of bone cancer 
victims, most of whom, would 
die within 18 months despite 
surgery, radiation or drugs,” 
Dr. H. Hugh Fudenberg said of 
a substance called TF, which 
stands for 'transfer factor and is 
produced by white blood cells. 


Doctors believe that such a 
process may be used someday 


to cure a number of diseases, 
including rheumatoid arthritis 
and multiple sclerosis. 


Dr. 
Fudenberg s 
researcn 
started in 1969 when TF was 
extracted, from the blood of a 
man’s whose 15-year-old daugh­ 
ter was dying of a, bone cancer 
which formed a large tumor in 
her hip. The girl was injected 
witfi the substance twice a 
week, and her condition re­ 
mained. stable for nine months. 
When her immunity to the 
cancer weakened, lab 
tests 
showed that the father’s im­ 
munity to the cancer cells was 
also zero. Another 'donor was 
found, and doctors said the 


Arab Investors Lose Out 


In Pass At Lockheed 


BURBANK, Calif. (UPI) - A 
group of Arab investors offered 
$100 million to buy a controlling 
interest in Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp..,

defense contractor, but were 
turned down, a Lockheed vice 
president confirmed Sunday. 
"The offer was made about 
nine months ago, but it’s really 
a piece of ancient history now,” 
said William D. Perreault. 
“The offer was not taken to 
Lockheed’s Board of Directors 
and it wasn't discussed with the 
Defense Department,” he said. 
Perreault’s 
confirmation 
came on the heels of a story in 
the Washington Post Sunday 
that the Arab investment plan 
was confirmed Friday by Roger 
Tamarz, a Harvard-educated 
Lebanese investment banker 
who heads the First .Arabian 
Corp. in Beirut. 
'The Post said Tamarz offered. 
Lockheed 
$100 
million 
last 
spring on behalf of a group of 
Arab investors from Persian 
Gulf oil-producing states “as a 
test case that would show Arab 
money coming into the U.S. in 
a responsible fashion.” 
However, Tamarz denied the 
offer was for a controlling 
interest. 
Perreault said at the time of 
the offer, Lockheed’s Board of 
Directors appointed a commit­ 
tee to investigate sources of 
new equity for the financially 


troubled firm. 
“There were quite a few 
people and organizations who 
approached Lockheed then. The 
Arabs were just one,” P er­ 
reault said.

Creal, executive vice president 
of the American Automobile 
Association, says there is a 
serious need for more trained 
automobile mechanics. 


Creal. also advocated upgrad­ 
ing

mechanic 
training 
under sponsorship of the auto 
industry and federal and state 
agencies. 


“What must be faced,” Creal 
said, “is that the auto is far 
more complex today than it 
was a decade ago.” 


He said to service an entire 
car, a mechanic would have to 
be an electrician, glass cutter, 
welder, air-conditioning techni­ 


cian and radio repairman. 
Creal said mechanics must be 
able to service thousands of 
different car models dating 
back 10 to 15 years, with about 
400 variations on 
just 
the 
internal combustion engine.

RIO DE JANEIRO (UPT) - 
Troops and police, backed by 
sharpshooters, stormed a B ra­ 
zilian 
prison 
Monday 
night, 
killing 
seven 
convicts 
and 
freeing a critically wounded 
warden. 
Four prisoners, led by bank 
robber Francisco Posa de Silva , 
held Warden Darci Bitencourt 
and two of his aides hostage for 
m ore 
than 
ten 
hours 
at 
Evaristo Aloráis Prison. 
The inm ates tried to escape 
Monday morning by climbing 
out a window' into the prison 
yard, authorities said 
Prison 
guards 
immediately 
opened 


fire. 
The four, racing back toward 
the cellblock, seized the w ar­ 
den, authorities said. Bitencourt 
was shot four tim es and was 
reported in critical condition. 
Two prison officials who cam e 
to the w arden’s aid also were 
seized by inmates.

prisoners, arm ed with revol­ 
vers, then pulled the prison 
officials into a sm all cell.
